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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. The use of the term "i.e." is improper. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21 (2) of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1-5 and 7-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Ford 
(U.S. 6463051 Bl). 

3. Regarding claim 1, Ford teaches (fig. 1) interfacing module (10) for coupling at least one 
telecommunication device (14) to a LAN (32), containing means for converting reciprocally data 
from a LAN compatible protocol into a dedicated protocol adapted for long distance (col. 2, lines 
34-39 and col. 4, lines 1 1-26) line transmission and identical to a protocol used by the concerned 
telecommunication service or at least compatible with it (col. 3, line 18 - col. 4, line 39). 
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4. Regarding claim 2, Ford teaches (fig. 1) the module is physically adapted to be mounted 
on or in, or to be inserted by engagement into the structure of a telecommunication device 
provided with corresponding receiving means. 

5. Regarding claim 3, as Ford teaches (col. 3, line 18 - col. , line 39) the dedicated protocol 
is suitable for transmission over a distance of several hundred meters (it is inherent in Ford's 
system that the distance is several hundred meters when Ford discloses use of his system for 
"long distance"). 

6. Regarding claim 4, Ford teaches (fig. 1 and col. 3, line 18-47) the interfacing module 
consists of an Internet protocol transceiver having approximately a plate or board like outside 
shape. 

7. Regarding claim 5, Ford teaches (fig. 1) the interfacing module is connected to several 
telecommunication devices (14, 16). 

8. Regarding claim 7, Ford teaches (fig. 1) an internet protocol based telecommunication 
device, connected to a LAN via an adapted link, characterize in the telecommunication device 
comprises an interfacing module detachably mounted on the device, linked for data transmission 
to the device and the LAN and able to convert data from a LAN compatible protocol into a

dedicated protocol compatible with a long distance line transmission, and vice versa (col. 3, line 
18 -col 4, line 39). 

9. Regarding claim 8, Ford teaches (fig. 1) the device consists of an internet protocol phone 
composed of a telephone set using a dedicated transmitting protocol and an interfacing module 
forming a transceiver able to convert data from the internet protocol into the dedicated 
transmitting protocol and vice versa (col. 3, line 18 - col. 4, line 39).
